Pickering, obviously elated, 


said: "It appears the spacecraft 
did what it was supposed to do, 
but we must, analyze tracking 
fjata for several hours before 
we can determine the impact 
area precisely."

ment later today. 


Ranger 7, latest attempt of 


the space agency to take close- 
up pictures of the surface of 
the moon, was launched from 
Cape Kennedy Tuesday morn- 
ing.

Moon Men to 
Be Puzzled 
About Time 


By CECILIA LYNETT 


PHILADELPHIA (AP)—What 


time will the first earth men on 
the moon go by? 


That's perhaps a silly ques- 


tion, but there is a real problem 
—at least as top scientists see it 
—in getting a man from earth 
adjusted to time on the moon. 


Man has had a biological 


clock built into him since his 
evolution. As he goes about his 
daily activities, his metabolism 
is geared to a 24-hour day.. 


Space medicine doctors are 


cerned 
with 
the 
lunar 
ex- 


plorers ability to adapt to con- 
ditions in which day and night, 
as we know them on earth, do 
isot exist. For most of us, day- 
time and nighttime regulate our 
activities.

How will man adapt himself 


to conditions on the moon where 
one lunar day equals 29Vs earth 
days?

A "moon clock"—adjusted so 


that time on the moon can be 
computed exactly into the time 
period as time on earth—is the 
answer, in the opinion of Dr. 
I.M. Levi, astronomer and di- 
rector of Philadelphia's Pels 
Planetaz-ium. 


He took his theories and cal- 
mlations to Martin M. Decker, 
;hairman of the board of the 
National Aeronautics 
Associ- 


ation and president of the Deck-, 
^r Corp. of Philadelphia. 


Decker built the moon clock, 
t has two dials showing the 
-ireenwich time on earth and 
he local time for a particular 
>oint on the moon. 


The position of the sun at any 


'noment, even when it is beiow 
.he horizon during the lunar 
tight, is shown on a scale which 
marks off the 29^ lunar days to 
one earth day,

:He never batted an eye—in 
public, that is—to Goldwater's 
charge that he is a "faker" and 
i "phony" and seemed to be 
tying to brush

thoight he might retaliate in 
kind. 


He said of his 30 years of 


campaigning: "One of the first 
things I learned—at least, as far 
as I'm concerned—the people 
are not much interested in my 
personal opinion of my oppo- 
nent. 


"The American people will 


make their judgments on the 
very statements that he may 
make from time to time." 


There are plenty of other 


Democrats

brickbats if Johnson won't, al- 
though it remains to be seen if 
he won't, particularly if Gold- 
water flings them. 


And if Goldwater won't, his 


running mate for the vice presi- 
dency, Rep. William E. Miller 
of New York, probably will 
since Miller has been described 
as a gut fighter, a "wiry roost- 
er" with "nothing namby-oam- 
by about him." 


It can't be forgotten that Gold- 


water said one of the main iscl 
sues in the campaign is the

White House." Somebody, if not 
Goldwater, is going to have to 
talk about it, since he called it 
an issue. 


If a guess had to be made. 


,this seems the likely one: this is 
going to be rougher than any 
campaign in memory if only be- 
cause the intensity of feeling 
among Americans themselves 
seems so deep. 


There was hardly deep feeling 


among voters over the 1960 race 
between Sen. John F. Kennedy 
and Vice President Richard M. 
Nixon. They weren't so far 
opart in their views. It was a 
personality contest 


It marks the most clear-cut 


division—which is what Gold- 
water said he wanted to provide 
anyway — between American 
conservatives and those of more 
liberal views and between those 
who are against big government 
and those who consider it a ne- 
cessity in the middle of the 20th 
Century. 


The lines have already hard- 


ened on both sides and if any- 
one doubts it all he has to do 
is talk to a dozen people and 
listen to the intensity of their 
feelings.
